One of the largest mass meetings 
of land owners ever held in the val- 
ley

gathered 
Monday afternoon at 
Briers 
Hall 
in response to the call 
of the Board of Supervisors to dis ¬ 
cuss the question of water rights of 
the valley 
Over two hundred were 
present 
The 
meeting 
was called to order 
by Phil C 
Merrill 
Chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors at 330 oclock 
Mr 
Merrill was chosen chairman of 
the mass meeting and John F Weber 
secretary 
Mr 
Merrill 
stated 
briefly 
the 
object of the meeting 
to discuss 
ways and means to protect the water 
rights for lands in this valley 
The 
matter 
was 
thoroughly dis ¬ 
cussed and many 
facts brought out 
showing 
the necessity 
for the land 
owners of the 
valley 
to get busy 
and by organized effort make secure 
their rights to all the water needed 
for 
the lands of the 
valley 
both 
cultivated and uncultivated 
During 
the 
discussion 
it 
Was 
brought 
out that there are 33000 
acres of irrigated 
lands and 17000 
acres of patented lands 
unirrigated 
and susceptible of irrigation 
from 
the waters of the Gila river 
Patents 
were obtained for these 
lands with 
the intention of getting 
the water 
from 
the Gila river for 
their irrigation 
There 
are 
also 
lfOOOacres of land filed 
upon and 
to be patented which must be irri ¬ 
gated 
from the waters of the Gila 
river 
It was 
also 
shown 
that a more 
feasible 
irrigation project could be 
secured for furnishing water to irri ¬ 
gate the lands of the Gila and Casa 
Grande valleys 
by building a diver- 
sion 


¬ 
dam 
in the upper Gila river 
which 
would 
give an ample supply 
for the lands in this valley and water 
for the 
San 
Carlos dam 
The 
di- 
version 


¬ 
dam would also protect the 
lands along 
the river in this valley 
from the floods which have in the 
past proved 
so disastrous and have 
caused the loss of thousands of acres 
of fine land 
It was 
clearly demonstrated that 
a diversion 
dam 
built on the only 
rock bottom dam in the upper Gila 
river would 
help materially when 
the Enterprise canal which is a high 
line canal 
planned several years ago 
to irrigate every acre of land in this 
valley 
is completed 
There was no doubt of the feeline 
of the meeting that it was 
abso- 
lutely 


¬ 
necessary for the land owners 
of the valley to form an organiza ¬ 
tion to protect 
their water 
rights 
even though they were not opposed 
to any irrigation project that would 
bring more land under cultivation 
and help build 
up the State 
Such 
irrigation 
project 
should 
not 
be 
built at the sacrifice of 
this valley 
one community should not be robbed 
of its rights 
to build 
up 
another 
community
